This triumph of the boxer-actor 
marked the end of his ring career. A

From that time Conway Tearle nev~ 
er gave another thought to the box- 
ing game, although he continued to put 
on the gloves in friendly bouts when- 
ever opportunity offered, and remain- 
ed an ardent follower of the sport. 
Only a tew years after he had been 
pounding his fellow man for a living, 
LTearle became the leading man in Elien 
Terry's company. For two years he 
remained with the great Ellen, and 
for two years more he was with Sir 
Charles Wyndham. After that he made 
‘a brief trip to America to play with

contract, signed by Charles Frohman, 
in his pocket Mr. Frohman placed him 
with Mr. Sothern and Miss Marlowe, but 
after two days of. rehearsals the ex- 
boxer was dismissed as a hopeless case 
by Miss Marlowe.

Cusins is a Greek pro- 
‘fessor, and Tearle seemed well suited 
to this important role, but after the 
first rehearsal he made violent objec- 


tions to continuing in it. He longed for

After many objections, he was 
given the part, and from the opening 
night he was the big hit of the suc- 
cessful production.

The “per capita tax” is 
religiously collected because it entitles 
the member ¢o0 perform that sacred 
and almost exclusively masculine right 
put so often to bad ”. 


THE 
PURPOSES. 


The “organization purposes” mean, 
as a rule, the paying of the organhiz- 


“message” which is well thought out 
and worded to catch the “jiners” who 
are organized into branches, chapters, 
associations, etc. The organizing 
purposes also cover expenses for ban- 
quets given national officers or head 
celebrities who tour the country for 
the cause: also to buy flowers for 
dead officials: aleéo to buy handsome 
badges and hire carriages for town 
parades when all organ bodies 
turn out. 

Nor the jiiners as a rule are fF 
on secret orders, for these latter do 
check up embarrassingly often on the 
matter of funde; do require some ethi- 
cal procedure as to the purposes of or- 
ganization, and limit members as to the 
lies they tell about themselves in public. 

The jiners are not lacking in system, 
because their organization is weak); for 
now the j’iners have firms. These firms 
have not placarded offices, and vulgar 
signs, “Stiggins & Wiggins, J’iners.” 
No, they do their business by unwritten 
laws of ethics, and a system of high 
signs. 

For instance, Mr. Stiggins is on a very 
important board (for boards and direc- 
torships are very much sought by some 
men) in some semi-civic, semi-philan- 
thropic, or semi-social organization. 

A member of the board dies, or gets 
mad about something and resigns. Even 
before the secretary can be instructed 
to send the resolutions of regret to the 
family of the deceased, Stiggins has 
asked the privileges of the floor to 
nominate his friend and fellow-citizen, 
Mr. Wiggins, for the place on the board. 


THE 
FIRM. 

Then and there you are not only in- 
formed of the cardinal virtues of Wig- 
gins, but you: have to hear of the petty 
virtures—akin to (mayhap) “he never 
served American wine, never trumped 
his partner’s trick, and as a little boy 
was never discovered maltreating his 
sister’s lag-dop. Then this active un- 
written firm looks after its sons-in- 
law, and even gets the ear of the 
courts. 

The incident is related of certain 
famous case in the courts oma state, 
not far away (where angels dwell), 
when many attorneys able and unable 
were engaged in some angle of the 
case.

THE WOMEN J’INERS— 
WHAT OF THEM? 


And now comes the period of the 
Women “j’iners.” 

They are in a vortex of organization. 
Dangers are threatening them. They 
are the daughters of the same parent- 
age which produced the men /j’iners. 
They have the same tastes and inclina- 
tions. They like to hold office, run 
for it, lobby for it, and are just as cute 
about some things as the men. And 
they have learned to filibuster in their 
meetings. They know how to get up 
at a meeting, raise a question that will 
take away from the main issue, and 
they can as innocently inject a preju- 
dice that will catch the prejudices of 
a meeting as any member of the firm of 
Wiggins & Stiggins can. They would 
rather be elected as a delegate to an 
out-of-town meeting than to be presi- 
dent, and never having any actual work 
to report never bother the profession- 
al delegate. Sometimes her expenses 


are paid—yea, and that comes;out of 


the general fund made by.her capital 
assessments, and comes under the head 
of “organization purposes.” If she can 
g0 as president of the organization in 
her section, all the better. Then she 
goes to the more exclusive official so- 
cial affairs of the meetings which must 
limit invitations to officers and dele- 
gates with no room frequently for the 
alternates who have just as. pretty 
gowns and just as smart hats. 

And then when the professional del- 
egate comes home she brings the “mes- 
sage” of the big meeting to those who 
did not go, but who have made up their 
minds that “so help them”-—they are 
going next year themselves. The mes- 
sage speaks of the great and repre. 
sentative body that was present. It tells 
espedially where literature pertaining 
to every phase of the organization can 
be had for just a small extra assessment 
per capita on the part of the organiza- 
tion. The report deals extensively with 
the royal hospitality of the town where 
the big meeting held, and—the delegate 
speaking can not but especially mention 
with pride that attentions were shown 
her just because she was from Georgia 
—and she here mentions “our own Ty 
Cobb.” I am glad she does, for hé al- 
ways attends to his business and knows 
what it is. 


THE SERIOUS: 
SIDE. 


The woman's organization has come 
as one of the greatest factors in civi- 
lization. It has brought women collec- 
tively into every great movement which 
concerns the world at-large. It is be- 
cause the woman’s organization is such 
a good and strong thing that it ought 
to be protected from those who would 
use it, and it needs protection right 
now from many dangers which threat- 


en it. 

I shall not go into the petty discus- 
sions of the office-seeking woman, of 
the Mrs. Malaprops, and of that patron- 
izing member who would be going 
about helping the oppressed sister, by 
organizing her twenty times over, and 
collecting per capita dues for “organi- 
zation purposes,” but I do believe won® 
en must awake to the dignity of their 
organization. They must see to it that 
they are not disorganized by too many 
organizations, and not used to promote 
enterprising business institutions. 

Women have not yet the opportunity 
men’s organizations have, of letting the 
professional “j’iners” drop off into the 
complexities of local politics. They have 
not that protection yet, and they must 
just carry in their organization the of- 
fice-seeking member, and professional 
j‘iners who have inherited a knowledge 
of how to quibble about that wonderful 
something, “parliamentary law,” about 
which I cry out as did the great states- 
men about liberty, “O parliamentary 
law, how many crimes (and how much 
ignorance) is committed in thy name!” 

The j'iners must stay to lobby and 
to filibuster, and even in the good wor- 
thy organization which is proving its 
purposes by active work it can point 
to. Women must be more careful how 
they encourage more organization 
which comes only to duplicate the effort 
of the tried one. 

The woman of limited means must 
be protected. The multiplicity of or- 
ganizations is difficult to her. She wants 
to join in any welfare movement which 
is, launched that the other women are 
in. She. sees them joining and she 
thinks it must be the right thing. She 
sees they do not stop to question 
whether they are not organizing two 
bodies workirig for the same end, and 
she thinks, “Why should I?’

To illustrate that great expense at- 
tached to so many and new organiza- 
tions, I recall that about two years ago 
two lady organizers came to Atlanta 
to do a special line of uplift work 
which was of common interest to wom- 
en.

They were shown that not mere- 
ly committees had been appointed, and 
officers elected, etc., but that actual 
work was being done in that direction.

school of uplift was the very best, and 
with little effort they got a following. 
Women members of the very organi- 
zation which had pioneered in the same’ 
uplift went and “fined” the new move- 
ment, It was small yearly dues, the or- 
ganizers claimed, $4 or $5, I forget 
which, that, by the way, is a very 
large amount for some women to pay. 
when they belong to an older organ- 
ization doing exactly the same work 
with no extra assessment. 

Before the third meeting, when the 
women were becoming very much in- 
terested, the members of the class or 
organization, were told that there was 
“certain literature” they must have in 
order to do right the famous uplift 
work. This literature was in the form 
of a set of books, which were to cost 
$12. Every woman in the class was 
made to feel she should have them, 


)} though they were in Atlanta’s public 


library. The classes began to diminish 

in size, but there were many women 

who pledged themselves to buy the “lit- 

erature.” This literature, the first cir- 

culars of which bore the indorsement 

of all the important women organiza- 

tions of the country, the leaders of these"

An experienced woman from an ad- 
joining state told me the other day of 
an incident which happened in her com- 
munity. A new organization was form- 
ed for a certain phage of child welfare. 
The organization was active in the col- 
lection of funds, and in “pulling” the 
public to buy tickets for entertain ta, 
the stories of the babies in need iy 
appealing to the public. But first of 
all, the organization had to be organ- 
ized, and for that purpose the organ- 
izer had to be paid. She had to have 
money for expenses and it took all the 
money there was in the treasury. The 
lady’ stated that for several years this 
organization went on organizing but 
never did get to the point when the 
child welfare part WeBan. A rude per- 
son began to investigate the work of 
the organization, and when it was found 
there was no work being done, then the 
public were given a chance to concen- 
trate their efforts on one less organiza- 
tion in the community. 

Let us hope Atlanta women in or- 
ganization will see the dangers which 
threaten all women’ Ss. organizations.

The American who 
studies his country and the people of 
it, who sees where the weaknesses are 
and where reconstruction should begin, 
is the prophet of the moment who is 
needed. He has to know a thing or two 
before he can do it. He must see what 
old-world civilization has meant; what 
we have drawn from it; what we have 
still to draw from it before he can 
begin to measure what ours of the new 
world is, and make us see it. 

We must bear with the one of our 
own who ktows and can tell us, wheth- 
er he is the young editor of The Musi- 
cal Courier, the traveling student of | 
social conditions, or the American citi- 
zen who sees the ideal of whatever 
he strives for, reaches for and is help- 
ing others to reach b with him.

INTENSE BOMBARDMENT 
ON THE VERDUN FRONT 


Berlin Claims That the Rus- 

sians Lost 140,000 Men in 
Their Recent Offensive, 
«= and That Nothing Was 

Accomplished. 


London, April 1.—An attempt by the 
Germans to follow up their success in 
obtaining a foothold in the village of 
Vaux by an infantry attack between 
Vaux and Fort Douaumont has failed. 
Preparation for the attack .was made 
by a violent artillery bombardment. 
The French curtain of fire stopped the 
infantry assault, Paris,says. 

French positions between Avocourt\ 
and Malancourt continue to be subject- 
ed to intense bombardment from Ger- 
man guns. 

The German infantry has not moved 
from trenches west of the Meuse since 
the capture of Malancourt village. The 
artillery, however, continues active in 
the Malancourt region, and further at- 
tempts by the Germans to continue 
their drive on the French left, flank 

are considered probable 

The German official statement refers 
only incidentally to the fighting about 


Verdun, mentioning only artillery duels .— 


there and in the Argonne, with other 
activity by the big guns on the Aisne 
front and further north on the line. 
A British hand grenade attack near’ 
St. Eloi, where the Germans recently 
lost some ground, was repulsed. 
Aviators of both sides on the Franco- 
Belgian front have been busy Four 
French machines fell victims to Ger- 
man battle aircraft in various engage- 
ments 
After a period of bad weather fight- 
ingghas been resumed.on the Austro- 
Ttalian front. The activities are mostly 
confined to artillery engagements. 
Berlin summarizes the recent Rus- 
sian offensive as barren of results for 
Emperor Nicholas’ forces, while the 
' Russian casualties are estimated by 
the German headquarters’ staff to have 
been at least 140,000. More than 500,- 
~£00 men were engaged on the Russian 
side, according to Berlin, and the éx- 
penditure of ammunition by the at- 
tacking forces is declared to have been 
on an unprecedented scale for the east- 
érn front. : 


GERMANS'*STOPPED 
BY FRENCH FIRE. 


Paris, April 1.—The Germans con- 
tinued their intense Dombardment of 
the French positions between Avocourt 
and Malancourt today. A heavy’ bom- 
bardment also was carried out to the 
east of the Méuse. This was followed 
by a German attack between Douau- 
mont and Vaux, which, according to the 
communication of the French war of- 
fice, was compPately checked. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“In Belgium our artillery bombard- 
ed the enemy cantonmentg at Lange- 
marck, northeast of Ypres. 

“In the Argonne owr batteries are 
active against the Garman organiza- 
tions northeast of Laharazee and La- 
Fille Mort and against the enemy 
camps in the northern part of the 
Cheppy wood.

In his statement Mr. Dorsey express- 
ed himself as opposed to any rules 
which the committee/might fix’ look- 
ing to dividing the white voters of the 
state. ; ai 

Whatever action the committee. may 
take at that time, he said ll in no 
way affect. his decision to run or not 
to run for governor, however. 

Says Action Was Wise. 

He explained that when, some time 
since, he stated that he would have 
something to say in the early spring 
he had expected that the committee 
would fix the-rules for the state pri- 
mary at its February meeting. He 
thinks, however, that the committee 
acted wisely in postponing action on 
this point, and takes this action “as 
an indication that neither the pgliti- 
cians nor the people of the state are 
in any humor for a prolonged politi- 
cal campaign,” and that there will be 
ample time after the committee’ meets 
for him to make any announcement of 
his plans. 

In hig statement, however, Mr. Dor- 
sey expresses his disapproval Of any 
action of the committee toward pre- 
scribing any rules and regulations which 
would operate to divide the white vot- 
ers of the state into two parties. .,He 
also stated that, while personally he 
favors the eounty unit «phen <i pref- 
erence to the popular vote pian, this is 
of comparative insignificance to “the 
proposed plan to prescribe proscriptive 
rules and regulations which would op- 
erate to immediately divide the white 
men of the state inte two parties.” 

Bar No White Man. 

On this subject, the said: 

“I should very much hate to see the 
democratic organization in Georgia 
adopt any rules which would disfran- 
chise any white man in the coming state 
primary. I, think that the expression 
of the peopte in the campaign of 1906 
should ‘be considered conclusive on that 
proposition and that the policy of the 
democratic -party, the dominant party. 
in Georgia, should be that of guaran- 
teeing to every white voter the right 
to participate.in the white primary as 
regards all state affairs.

News of Capture Expected. 

Scores of civilians and soldiers gath- 
ered around the army wireless station 
epxecting momentarily the news would 
be flashed that he had been captured 
and was being brought to Columbus. 
Some suggested that even if Villa is 
captured it would be unwise to bring 
him across the border, because of high 
feeling here.

Men gazed 
at the pitiful wrecks of what once were 
stout cow ponies, the bones of which 
even thrée weeks of American grain 
had been unable to conceal, and at the 
flanks, which had been cut into strips 
by cruelly-rowelled spurs, and cursed 
the bandits who had owned the ani- 
mals. The jibes of the auctioneer, who 
pointed.out to one sorry animal and 
said: “He must have been a good one, 
see, he looks like they’d all taken 
turns at riding him,”’ aroused no re- 
sponse. The prices obtained for the 
animals ranged from $4.50 to $20, and 
this despite the fact that these were 
the best horses captured, the others be- 
ing in such condition that it was nec- 
essary to kill them. 

At the quartermaster’s department 
here there was no information that 
the :chase for Villa was nearing an 
end. In fact, three truck trains, car- 
rying supplies and equipment of a 
nature such as would indicate at least 
that the end of the chase is not clearly 
to be in sight, left for the front.

VILLA MURDERED : 
FIVE FOREIGNERS. 


Bl Paso, Texas, April 1—The story 
of the murder of three Americans, 
German and an Englishman at Minaca 
was brought here today by Americans 
arriving from Chihuahua city, and was 
accepted as authentic by federal offi- 
cials. 

The bandits’ victims were Benjamin 
Snell, Dr. A. T. Stell, Lee Lindsley, 
Americans; Herman Blankenburg, a 
German, and Donald McGregor, also 
known as Bruce, a British subject. 
Two other Americans, Henry Acklin 
and Frank Woods, were in Minaca at 
the time, but their fate has not been 
determined. The news was brougbt 
to Chihuahua city by J. H. Locke, the 
only American known to have escaped 
the massacre. 

According to the story, Villa cap- 
tured Minaca, Guerrero and San Isidro 
last Monday. Everywhere he went he 
announced his intention of putting to 
death every “Gringo” that fell into 
his hands, and he carried out his in- 
tention. As far as the Mexicans were

shame to all who revered the state 
and cherished her good name. 

Mr. Brantley asserted that the: trou- 
ble was not a need for more law or 
more courts, more education, or more 
religion, but better law enforcement.

Georgia,” he .affirmed, “and I say it 
because of my confidence in the patri-. 
otism, in the civilization, in the morali- 
ty, in the intelligence, ‘in the, educa- 
tion of the great majority of the. people 
of Georgia: I believe today that any 
Georgian in whose honesty, courage 
and integrity the people had confi- 
dence, who would stand before them 
with the pledge that if called to the 
high office of governor, he would ex- 
haust every source of power, of money, 
of the court, of sheriffs, of the military 
to prevent lynching, in our fair state, 
and further pledged himiself that if, de-

Whatever the factional differences 
existing heretofore, all have uhited 
upon’ the renomination of President 
Wilson,. who, after the thirty days al- 
lotted for presidential entries, held the 
ffeld alone, thus obviating: the necessity 
for a state-wide primary” which . the 
executive committee had ordered. in; 
the.event more than one candidate an- 
nounced. =. 

For national committeeman the ex- 
piration of the limit for-entries devel- 
oped only one name—that of the pres- 
ent incumbent, Clark Howell, who’ this 


member of the national committee, and 
who, under the rules of the state com- 
mittee, having had. no name entered 
against his within the ‘limit fixed. by 
the committee, has already been cer- 
tifled by Secretary Massengale ‘to the 
officials of the national committee as 
Georgia's representative on it for the 
next four years. Mr. Howell is the 
senior member of the national com- 
mittee in point of continuous service. 

So, the only thing that remains for 
the Macon convention to do is to elect 
four delegates and four alternates from 
the state at large to the democratic 
national convention, two delegates and 
two alternates from each of the,twelve 
congressional districts, and name 
the state. electors who are to be voted 
for as the democratic candfdates in the 
regular presidential election in Novem- 
ber. | 

The convention as a whole will elect 
the delegates and alternates from the 
state at large and, if the custom is fol- 
lowed, the delegations from the several 
congressional districts will assemble 


elegates and alternates. 

There has been no general contest 
for these positions so far, though quite. 
a number of well-known Georgians 
have been' mentioned in different parts 
of the state, | 

As to the delegates from the state 
at large, the general consensus of opin- 
ion of the press seems to be that thé 
spirit which has brought about the 
widespread feeling of harmony now ex- 
isting will make an even division of 
delegates from the. state at large be- 
tween the two factions that fought so 
bitterly four years ago, representing 
Wilson on one side and Underwood on 
the other.

“It is almost impossible to conceive 


of the tremendous improvement that} 


has been made in Georgia’s roads dur- 
ing the last eight or ten years,” said 
Mr. Parker.

ment in the matter of creating a senti- 
ment for good roads which hag been so 
productive of results in recent years. 

“When The Constitution’s tour start- 
ed from Atlanta to Jacksonville that 
year, such was the condition of roads 
that there were but few motorists who 
had the termerity to 
make the trip, « 

“When, after many hardships, The 
Constitution’s tour finally got into 
Waycross, they were in need of a pilot. 
That shows just what sort of roads 
we had then. Not only was the road 
from Waycross to Jacksonville not 
graded, but it was so little used that 
it was actually dim, so to speak. It 
was a mere trail leading through the 
piney woods and wire grass, three little 
worn streaks in the grass-—one in the 
middle where the horse walked and on 
each side the wheel tracks. It was 
not infrequent that the grass grew up 
or the sand blew over this trail and it 
almost took a compass to find. one’s 
way: 

WAYCROSS’ 
FIRST AUTO. 

“At that time*I was the proud. pos- 
sessor of the only automobile in’ Way- 
cross—a little old red, one-cylinder 
Reo. It was a good day’s run from Way- 
cross to Jacksonville then. The run 
can be made today very easily in 3% 
hours. . 

“I agreed to pilot the tour from Way- 
cross to Jacksonville. We started out 
with nothing but a trail—not a graded 
road anywhere. Every few hundred 
yards we would have to pull out of the 
‘road’ in order to get around stumps 
which had been left where a tree had 
beén cut down in the middle of the 
trail. Then we would get stuck in the 
sand. 

“Three or four times on that memo- 
rable first tour we had to oall on farm- 
ers to pull us out of small streams with 
okeh. Today all these streams have 
been bridged with the exception, of 
course, of the St. Marys river, which 
is crossed by ferry. I am giaed to gay, 
however, that in a very short time we 
are going to have a fine bridge over 
this stream and the trip from Atlanta 
| nville can be made over this 
route without a single ferry. We have 
the money ready for the constriction 
of this bridge just as soon as congress 
takes action making it unnecessary for 
us to build a drawbridge. We will 
start work this year, whether congress 
acts or not, ‘ 

“Within one year’s time it will be 
possibie to make the run from At- 
lanta to Jacksonville over the Way- 


“After we finally got through to 
Jacksonville we went out to Atlantic 
Beach, where the first good roads con- 
vention in this part of the country was 
held.

FOUR ROUTES 
TO FLORIDA. 

This gives four splendid routes from 
Georgia to Florida points. 

One of these is the western branch 
of the Dixie highway, leading from 
Macon down by Fort Valley, Monte- 
zuma, Albany and Thomasville to Tal- 
lahassee, and thence either to Tampa 
or Jacksonville. At the time of the 
first Constitution tour this route, by 
way of Albany and Thomasville, was 
practically the only really travelable 
road to Florida. 

The second Dixie highway is the cen- 
tral route by way of Waycross. 

The third is the eastern route, by 
way of Milledgeville and Savannah. 

In addition to these there is the Na- 
tional highway, leading down by way 
of Fort Valley, Perry; Cordele, Ash- 
burn; Nashville and Valdosta to Jack- 
sonville and other Florida points. 

To the people along both the cen- 
tral route and the eastern route be- 
longs great credit for the magnificent 
work they have done in building roads, 
as well as for the plans which they 
have made and will undoubtedly carry 
out for further road and bridge build- 
ing. : 

This story, however, igs not to be one 
altogether of bouquet-throwing. 

On the recent run of the Dixie high- 
way ‘press car from Atlanta to Jack- 
sonville a number of friendly bricks 
were cdllected here and yonder and re- 
served for this particular - occasion. 

They will be dealt out with as dis- 
cerning an eye as possible and with 
the hope that some good may spring 
up where they land.

FRIENDLY BRICKS. 


To begin close to home, be it said 
that some of the worst stretches of 
road between Atlanta and Jacksonville 
lie on the most traveled road between 
Atlanta and Macon. 

One of the worst stretches of road 
on any link of the Dixie highway is 
that in Clayton county, next door 
neighbor to fulton. This stretch of 
road around Jonesboro has for a long 
while been the bane and “cussing” 
point of motorists, all of which has ap- 
parently aroused the citizens of Clay- 
ton county to do no undue exertion in 
the matter of putting the road in first- 
class condition. ) 

As a matter of fact, there is not a 
great deal that this road needs to make 
the Clayton county link one of the best 
stretches of the Dixie highway. Every 
inch of the road is graded, but as soon 
as the road was once built work ap- 
pears to have ceased. ~ 

With surfacing this. could be con- 
verted into a splendid highway, and, 
with the big end <* the work already 
done, this could bé accomplished with 
no great amount of time or expense. 
It would seem to be good economy on 
the part of Clayton county to make 
this improvement. 

HERE’S ONE 
FOR GRIFFIN. : 

The roads are in excellent condition 
in alding county, except in the city 
of Griffin. Griffin is a city of known 
civic pride, yet she appears to have 
mone to sleap on the question of good 
roads within the city limits and to 
have let the folks of the county put 
one over on her, There is considerable, 
room for improvement in this particu- 
lar and another chance for Griffin to, 
add something elge to 
ments. of which she 
to be proud. § * 

From Griffin to the Bibb county line 
the roads are in fair dondition. 

A great deal of work in grading has 
been done along this stretch in the last 
year or so, and the roads are just being 
got into shape where rp can really 

e improved to the hig standard 
needed. 

Just north ‘of the Bibb totinty line, 
between Macon and Forsyth, however, 
there is a stretch which would bear 
extraordinary attention. 

Some road between Atlanta and Ma- 
con is soon going to develop into the 
main highway between these two cities, 
which means the trunk road which will 
be used: by practically every motorist 
going either north or south throu 
eorgia. 

.-The conditions of certain stretches 
of the road by Jonesboro, Griffin and 
Forsyth is such that this road cannot 
lay claim to monopoly, although this has 
been designated as the official west- 
ern route of the Dixie highway between 
Atlanta and Macon.

Not ng § this 
but there has not been a great deal of 
effort apparently to put the designated 
estern branch between Atlanta and Ma-

It is by no means too late 
for the Dixie Highway association to 
take from the designated eastern

Special comment should be made upon 
the roads of Giynn county. ._ The roads 
of Glynn, which not infrequently re- 
quire considerable engineering skill in 
crossing the marshes, are substantially 
built, shell-surfaced and as smooth as 
marble.

Enthusiastic good roads industry in the 
southern section of the state promises four 
splendid, well-surfaced highways from 
Macon south to Florida. .Three of these are 
the eastern, central and western divisions 
of the Dixie highway, while the fourth is 
the National - highway, extending from 
Macon south through Cordele, Tifton and 
Nashville to Valdosta and Florida points. 
The western division of the Dixie highway, 
together with the National highway, will 
be used chiefly by those touring to the west 
coast of Florida. The central and eastern 
divisions of the Dixie highway will be the 
rovtes followed by those seeking the east 
coast of the peninsular state. The average 
tourist will travel south: by one of these 
routes and return north by the other. 

No tourist who makes this trip, traveling 
from the north or west into Florida, can 
afford to miss the marvelous beauties of 
the Savannah route, which he will find 
duplicated in none of his travels between 
the Great Lakes and the gulf. Remarkable 
development upon this route, with the ex- 
ception of a few short links yet to be com- 
pleted, as outlined in Mr. MclIntosh’s story 
in The Constitution today, has made it al- 
ready almost a year-round travelable high-

Presumably, the most 
measures will be consequent upon .the tn- | 
trance into membership of the federal re- 
serve . system. of atate-chartered banks and _ 
trust companies. 

The persistence with. which the adoption 
of protective measures is urged is regarded 
as showing that the federal reserve board 
does not differ from those who are leaders 
in financie or industries who have intimated 
that as soon as the European war is ended 
the United States. will be flooded with com- 
modities manufactured in England or in Eu- 
rope and put upon our market at such low 
prices as will be certain to command sale. 

However, others do not take the view 
that the danger of dumping of this kind is 
very great. They say that if we continue 
to export American commodities exclusive 
of war munitions—for instance, cotton, 
wheat, meats, copper and manufactures—it is 
. hard to see where such an adverse balance 
of trade can be established as would make 
ft possible to demand gold in settlement 
of balances. In addition to that, the Unit- 
ed States is certain to become a creditor, 
although perhaps not for a long term of 
years, of ‘Englahd, France and Russia, very 
likely Italy, these creditor obligations rep- 
resenting loans made by the United States. 

Copper and Foreign Trade. 

Some who have been studying the copper 
industry and who regard its recent devel- 
opment as one of the great phenomena of 
our industrial life created since the out- 
break of the European war are persuaded 
that those who are inclined to believe that 
immediately after the war our markets will’ 
be flooded with commodities sent here by 
other nations is not to take into account the 
relation which our copper industry is to have 
to our export trade. 

The increase in the production of cop- 
per is 60 great and so suddenly achieved 
that some of the best qualified experts are 
convinced that the United States will pro- 
duce this year two billion pounds of copper. 
One of those who are in high authority re- 
specting the copper situation is now on his 
way to the Pacific coast, having presuma- 
bly business of large importance associated 
with the copper industry. A few days be- 
fore he started he called attention to the 
magnitude of the copper production of Ari- 
zona in 1915, approximately four. hundred 
and fifty million pounds, and stated that 
these figures would be exceeded in 1916. 
He ventured to predict that Alaska would 
produce in 1916 as least seventy-five million 
pounds of copper or from ten to twelve 
pounds more than the territory produced 
in 1915. 

While Boston still remains the leading 
copper market of the United States, at least 
so far as copper securities are concerned. 
it has been observed\since the first of Jan- 
vary that there is more interest and. excite- 
ment in New York over the phenomenal de- 
velopment of the copper industry and the 
stupendous production of copper than hes 
been the case at any time since copper ag- 
sumed important relation to our industries. 
It was on everybody's tongue a few days 
ago that the reasons are good for suspect- 
ing that France is in the market for some- 
thing like ten thousand tons of copper in 
the hope that it will be delivered in May 
or June. Of itself, this would not be regard- 
ed as a very important feature for our for- 
eign trade, but it is regarded as pointing 
to continued demands from the nations acruas 
the sea for American copper, and this wil! 
be continued whether the War ends. speedily 
or is prolonged. For copper will be a very 
important factor in the rebuliding of indus- 
trial plants across the sea, 

Some Copper Phenomena. 

One of the copper companies carries a 
name which is more familiar now to the 
American people than is that of any of the 
gold mines, excepting possibly the Cripple 
Creek mines and those of the Nome district 
of AjJaska. This name Kennecott now iden-. 
tifies a property which has pecome, since 
the European war began, of rank substantia!- 
ly equal to that of the greatest copper-pro- 
ducing properties in the world. The story 
of this achievement is sensational in the 
best sense of the word, for it does not re- 
flect any of those unhealthful speculative 
activities which have been associated with 
some other American mines. It was a lit- 
tle property in 1914. The company within 
a year secured the Braden property in South 
America and also an interest in the greatest 
porphyry copper mine company in the world, 
that of Utah. So, of a sudden, its production 
jumped from a comparatively small amount 


| to two hundred and sixteen million pounds 


a year, and that is not quite-one-tenth of the 
entire: output of the world’s copper mines.

Very like- 
ly in another year this copper company will 
be recognized as the greatest copper-pro- 
ducing corporation in the world. There is 
no history of gold or silver production, ex- 
cepting possibly that of the now traditional 
Big Bonanza mine in Nevada, which com- 
pares with the narrative which tells of the 
growth of his company. 

Through the interest of this corporation 
in Alaska properties, it is in possession of 
what is now known to be the richest copper 
ore deposits in the world, and these Alaskan 
properties also have tne peculiar distinction 
of producing copper at the lowest cost. This

Southern Jobber is Educating Southern 
Buyers, Says Miss Caroline Thomas 


“It has always been a mystery to me 
why some merchants in this section 
of the south persist in buying their 
merchandise from firms in the east, 
when they can get just as square a 
deal and just as good treatment from 
‘the jobber, manufacturer and manufac- 
turer’s agent right at home,” said Miss 
Caroline Thomas, advertising manager 
for the McClure Ten Cent company, 
yesterday. 

“I suppose it is habit more than any- 
| ates else that léads them to believe 
they get a better deal in the east, for, 
Jas a fact, they formerly did; but in 
, recent years the tide has changed, and 
‘in the past few years—the last two 
‘years especially, when they found their 
‘neighbors more sympathetic in their 
business distress than their eastern 
friends—it has been coming in strong. 

“This is due, no doubt, to the fact 
, that the southern jobber has been wag- 
ing an aggressive campaign of efluca- 
tion to the merchant, and has taught 
him that the saving in time and the 
lower cost of delivery of his freight 
more than offsets the slight advance 
in prices of some few items, which 
necessarily. are a little higher in the 
wouth than nearer the manufacturing 
centers of the United States. 

“No better proof of this can be had 
‘than by comparing the spring and 
: Easter catalogue—which we Will have 
‘mailed out to all our customers by the 
‘middle of the coming week—with the 
first catalogue gotten out by the Mc- 
Clure Ten Cent company about six 
years ago. This was a small affair, 
about five by seven inches, and was 
printed entirely on the multigraph, no 
illustrations being used. It contained

Whether it be a sermon or 6 laugh 
they design to convey, they never fail 
to deliver it. That is, if their stage 
director he on the job, 

To. produce animated ads in the vol- 
ume that the public demand now neces- 
sitates, a capacious producing plant is 
f pequired. It is on the same order of 
the studios of the north-and east, where 
the screen dramas are turned out, ex- 
cept, af; course, on a smalier scale. 

The animated a4 atudio requires a 
staff'of attaches as big es the dramatic 
concern. 

If the payroll of the animated eA stu- 
dio included its acting staff, it would 
resemble the Recording Angel's itemiza- 
tion of her score against Villa. 

One of the most important depart- 
ments of the plant is the art room, 
where a dozen or more skilled illustra- 
tors bend over their desks creating 
with brush and pencil the actors that 
perform upon your screens in the in- 
terest of trade and commerce. 

When the figures are sketched upon 
the cardboard, they are cut out in the 
fashion of paper dolla, sometimes strung 
up*like jumping jacks, and often at- 
tached to mechanisms for the purpose 
of animation. 

A SCENARIO EDITOR 
iS NECESSARY. 

In a room adjoining the art room is 
the scenario editor, one of the main 
creative factors of the plant. 


He passes upon scripts that have been 
. Submitted by others, put the large part 
of his work consists of the creation of 
his own ad dramas. 

If, say. a downtown furniture con- 
cern gives an order for an ad, the mat- 
ter is presented to the scenario edi- 
tor. He studies up on details of. the 
furniture business, then studies the 
possibilities of making the most em- 
phatic appeal to the public mind in 
behalf of furniture or other household 
equipment. 

Likely he concludés that the “home 
fireside” theme will strike deeper in 
the public mind and heart. It is a safe 
wager that nine-tenths of humanity is 
concerned with a home; either antici- 
pating one, reorganizing one, construct- 
ing one or enjoying one.’ ;

When the work is finished in the art 
room, the script goes into the produc- 
ing rooms, accompanied by a huge out- 
lay of characters and sketches. 

The producing room is a glass en- 
closed compartment flesded with light 
from the dazzling mercury lamps that 
furnish radiance even brighter than the 
eun’s rays.

man. . It is the ome sacred temple of 
the institution. 

The three stages—which is the num- 
ber used by the well-equipped studiec 
—are about the size of the ordinary 
flat topped desk.

Two and sometimes three directors 
are needed to the preduction of each 
acript.

Our estudio will be 48 ample as any in 
the south, and the company we engage 
whl be compused of high-salaried 
artists.” 

The Scenic proposes to start upon the 
dramatic venture with the Production . 

The first picture 
will probably be produced within the 
next two months.

A CHANGE 


OF POLICY. 
A FEW weeks changed the whole 


aspect of affairs. 

Mr. Johnson retained Mr. Lin- 
coln's cabinet unchanged. More than 
that, he kept to the plans Mr. Lin- 
colin has made, 

Perhaps his ‘ judgment was cleared 
by sudden access of responsibility; no 

doubt his knowledge of the southern’ 

eople enabled him to see, more clear-. 
* even than Mr. Lincoln had seen, the | 
beeline nd beneficent effects of a plan 
of vente truction which should make 
as little of the antagonism and as 
much of the community o ratarent be- 
tween the sections as possible; Eo he 
acted upon experience, Mr, Lincoln 
only upon the instinct of a natural 
leader of men. 

No doubt men whom he trusted gave 
him moderate counsel and instructed 
his will, Whatever the forces that 
ruled him, he proved at once that Khe 
meant to take no radical course of hi 
own, but would follow in Mr, Lincoln’s 
footsteps. 

On the 29th of May he issued his 
own proclamation of amnesty.

AD there been po question what 
should be done with the negroes, 
all might have gone smoothly 

hs | oust whether the leaders of con- 
gress and of opinion liked the read- 
mission of the southerners to _ their 
place and privilege in the general gov- 
ernment or not. 

But there was much more to be done, 
as it seemed to the radicals who now: 
stood at the front of counsel, than 
‘merely to determine the processes by 
which the governments of the south- 
ern states were to be formally ré- 
constituted and made safe within the 
union; and it was no doubt necessary 
to do what was to be done before ad- 
mttting southern men to congress, 
where thelr pregence would reduce the 
republican majorities from absolute / 
mastery to mere preponderance. 

They were but “whitewashed rebels,” 
at best, and in nothing showed their 
unchanged temper more clearly than in 
their treatment of the freedmen.

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OULD you tip your hat or sa- 

lute in military style if you 
met a girl captain, or even 
a girl lieutenant, on the pa- 
rade ground? 

That may. be a vexing question con- 
fronting army men around the national 
capital when they encounter some of 
Unele Sam’s girl soldiers— 

What? You haven’t heard? Well, 
that’s what war does to a country— 
mystery, secrecy, war censors and all 
that sort of thing! Yes, they used to say 
that women couldn’t vote because they 
ecouldn’t fight—but, thank goodness, 
that’s all dead and gone now. 7 

Mothers may change the well-known 
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tune soon—‘] didn’t raise my girl to be 
a lady soldier; I didn’t bring my Mary 
up to go to war!” 3 

Perhaps she didn’t. But these.are ad- 
vanced times, and women are doing 
wonderful things every day. To be a 
“lady” soldier is .a new ambition for 
patriotic American girls. Preparedness 
for women! . 

Of course, they’re not actually goin 
to fight. But they are enlisting—not in 
a United States lady’s army, but in: the 
National Service School of the Woman’s 
Section of the Navy League. Girls and 
young women are going to be trained 
just like their brothers were at Platts- 
burg, N. Y., last summer. 

They will be lady “rookies.” They 
will have a regular military camp on 
the outskirts of Washington. It is go- 
ing to open May 1, and will continue 
four weeks, perhaps longer. For, if the 
experiment proves successful, ‘other 
camps will be established in various cit- 
fes throiffghout the country where women 


' are enthusiastically taking up prepared- 


to carry their share of the 


mess—not as a fad, but as a serious 
proposition of national defense. 

‘The lady soldiers will wear military 
uniforms— Oh, heavens, no! The uni- 
forms will be skirts—the common-sense 
kind—with blouses and jackets, all‘ cut 
military style. But the uniforms will 
be of inexpensive and practical material. 
They are ‘being designed now by the 
committee in charge of the encampment 
plans. | 
_ As to fighting: Mothers may rest as- 
sured on that score. Their daughters 
will not actually shoulder rifies or fire 
machine guns or throw hand grenades.

Along a little different line will be the 
preparation given the women who enlist 
in the camp at Washington. The main 
object of the National Service School of 
the Woman’s,Section of the Navy League 
is to give an,opportunity to American 
women to acquire sufficient special train- 
ing to be of use in time of war or na- 
tional calamity. They will study mili- 
tary ca enics, surgical dressings and 
bandagémaking, diatetics, invalid cook- 
ing and ‘scientific bed-making. 

Those courses will be compulsory. In 
addition, there will be plenty of elective 
studies for the ‘women in camp. These 
will. include signal. work, under the di- 
rection of naval and other experts, helio- 
graphing, wig-wagging, cipher study, 
code work and plain and wireless teleg- 


raphy. |

Two months before the time set for 
the opening of the Washington camp for 
women. there had been 150 enrollments. 
The recruits included the daughters of 


‘ prominent officials, young women of the 


army and navy contingént, society girls 
—and also girls who will shut up their 
typewriters to spend their fortnight’s 
vacation under military discipline. 
The lady soldiers have a brilliant list 
of sponsors who are members of the 
committee.’ One is Mrs. George Dewey, 
wife of Admiral Dewey. Two from the 
military set are Mrs. Hugh L. Scott, 
wife of the chief of staff of the United 


. States army, and Mrs. George Barnett,

f hygiene, nursing and first aid, and or- 
s them as auxiliaries to the regu- 
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a proper salute for a lady captain or a 
lady lieutenant, because there will be 
lady officers at the camp. The lady 
“rookies” are called students, and 500 
of them will’ be accommodated at the 
cainp. No student will be enrolled for 
less than two weeks, and plans are be- 
ing made to have 200 resident students 
and 800 day pupils each fortnight. 

Discipline will be strict, and rigidly 
military. The “rookies” will be divided 
into ten companies of fifty each, a cap- 
tain and lieutenant to be chosen to com- 
mand each company. 

The camp school will be open to all 
native-born women over eighteen years 
of age, whose applications are acceptable 


to the committee in charge and who are 


members, or intend to become members, 
of the Woman’s ,Section of the Navy 
League. Each candidate must present a 
certificate from her physician that she is 
physically able to endure the out-of-door 
life and camp routine. cher es 
There isn’t going to be much play 
about being a lady soldier. Recruits will 
be put through a stiff round of routi 
comfort will be

But the resident “rookies” will be re- 
quired to do guard and inapection duty 
in the daytime. Officers of the day will 
be in direct charge of the school and 
camp. Experts will coach them in the 


drafting of regulations, which must be 


obeyed with military promptness. 


Here is the program of the day at the 
ladies’ military camp:

Lady soldiers out ,of camp after 9 
o'clock at night will be required to have 

special passes from the 
officers of the day. At 10 
o’clock lights will have 
to go out, with quiet en- 
suing in camp. 
“ These women will “go 
to war in a suitcase.”” For 
~ everything is to be very, 
very military, and experts say a soldier 
cannot be efficient if he—-or she—has to 
carry a lot of excess baggage. Therefore, 
no superfluous gear will be permitted in 
camp. Personal baggage will be limited 
to a handbag and a suitcase. Valuables 
may not be taken into camp and the 
authorities will disclaim responsibility 
for any losses. 

It will be the simple life for the lady 
“rookies” who camp out on the ten- 
acre tract at Chevy Chase. The ground 
has been donated for the use of -the 
Woman’s Settion of the Navy League by 
Senator Francis Newlands, of Nevada. 
It is accessible to the street car lines and 
also within easy reach of Washington by 
automobile. The property is improved, 
with sewage, water and lighting, and all 
that is necessary is for the tents to be 
pitched 

Army tents have been requisitioned 
for the use of the resident pupils. It 
will be up to each “rookie” to do her 
share in taking care of the tent she oc. 
cupies. They will be inspected daily— 
and everybody knows what happens te 
the soldier whose quarters are not in 
shipshape order. 

The guard house? Well, so far noth- 
ing has been said about establishing @ 
guard house at the camp. 

Some of the countries may 
be ahead of the United States in military 
matters. War correspondents have sent 
over some thrilling stories about patri- 
otic women in the warring countries whe 
actually went out with the soldiers and 
did their share of the fighting. But the 
United States is ahead, at least, in train- 
ing women for war that might come. 


‘This* will be the first school of its kind 
in the world, and it is hoped it will in- 
spire the founding of other schools where 
women may fit themselves for the part 
they must play in the national service of 
good citizenship and patriotism. To this 
end delegates will, be sent from the dif. 
ferent states to make a study of the 
camp. 


Conferences san be held during the 
aftérnoon hours. afd the delegates w 


have access to lectures which will 
given the “rookies” by noted men. and 
women. These lectures will be on topics 
of natio defense, food couservation, 
American history and the Americaniza- 
tion of foreign-born people. Only regu-. 
larly enrolled students will be allowed to — 
attend the classes to be held during the
